Unemployment — and Broken Promises 


Tax Money That Workers Will Never Sec

The reason that Arkansas business is vitally concerned 


about preserving the merit-rating guarantee under the state's 
unemployment tax law, which is now being debated by the 
senate in connection with changes proposed by S. B. 148, is that 
the unemployment tax is drawing off a lot of cash from many 
Businesses each year without any prospect of either the business 
or its employes ever benefitting from the law, 


Unemployment 
compensation was® 
——. 


enacted into federal and slale law 
under the solemn promise that em- 
ployers who kept their people regu- 
krly employed would be rewarded 
by having their tax reduced. 


Otherwise, of course, every business 


sooner or later would do one of two 
things: 
(1) Raise its prices to its 


customers to cover the cost of the un- 
employment tax; or (2) Regularly and 


shove enough of its em- 


ployes onto the unemployment rolls to 
recover part of the tax which the 
comany had paid. 


The first course would raise prices 


generally. The second would be de- 
structive of the whole system of un- 
flnployment compensation, increasing 
the burden on the stale fund until the 
structure finally collapsed. 


And finally, there is this immediate 


compulsion for Arkansas' retaining 
the merit-rating system in principle

LESSON 


Pnrublcs Show Humility, Persistency 


Art Nex-essury Qualities in 


Pruyur

Jesus enforces Jiis teaching con- 


cerning 
prayer 
with two striking 


parables. Here, as in our former les- 
son, the one called the Parable of 
the Unjust Judge teaches a positive 
lesson 
from a seemingly unworthy 


incident, so that it is necessary for 
us to be discriminating in our in- 
terpretation. 


The unjust judge feared not God; 


neither did he regard man. He was 
not likely on that account to give 
justice to a widow who had appealed 
to him; and yet, because the widow 
was persistent and came troubling 
him again and again, he finally did 
decide the case in her. favor. 


What is the conclusion from this 


story? 
Certainly not 
that God is 


an unjust being, %vho will yield to 
our persistent pleadings, regardless of 
whether the things we seek 
are 


guild for us or not. Quite the reverse, 
live teaching is that as an unjust 
judge would yield and grant a wid- 
ow's request just because she was 
sg persistent, how much more is God 
ready, because He is a just judg?, 
out of His grace ajid mercy, to be- 


stow blessing upon those who seek! 


If we must be persistent in prayer, 


it is not because our persistence per- 
suades God to do something that it is 
against His will and His nature to 
do. It is, rather, because it is only 
those who want things enough lo be 
persistent who are in a position to 
receive them, even in the world of 
spiritual things. 


It is fortunate that this parable is 


set alongside the Parable of the Phar- 
isee and the Publican, because here 
we have a further emphasis upon 
the real nature of prayer. The pub- 
lican, in a sense, could hardly be 
suid to be persistent. He was so con- 
trite of spirit and so conscious of his 
own sins that he hesitated to ask 
much of God except the mercy that 
God gives to a sinner. 


How different was the attitude of 


the Pharisee—proud of his own orth- 
odoxy and of his own attainment, 
congratulating himself that he was so 
just and so correct in his life pray- 
ing far more with himself and to- 
ward himself than toward God. Pro- 
bably all he said concerning himself 
was true—that outwardly lie observ- 
ed all the practices of religion, and 
that he meant well—but he had not 
discovered the need of measuring him- 
self against some higher ideal. He 
despised the publican in his proud 
self-confidence; yet it was the publ- 
ican who went down from the place 
of prayer having really received the 
blessing of God. 


Humility in prayer is quite as neces- 


sary as persistency, and if we jre 
ever tempted to despise our fellow- 
men it is well for us to stop and 
consider how despicable we may our- 
sslves be in the eyes of God. Yet 
God does not despise us. Is it not 
true that the belter men are the 
less are they disposed to look down! 
on others?

five^week fight h» Missouri's gover- 
norship late Thursday from a Gen- 
eral Assembly that certified his elect- 
ion in glum silence and set his in- 
auguration for Wednesday. 


Minutes later cheers sounded at the 


announcement Lawrence McDaniel, St. 
Louis Democrat, would challenge his 
former Sunday school teacher's right 
to the office. Donnell defeated Mc- 
Daniel by 3,613 votes in the official 
returns. 


Prodded by a unanimous Supreme 


Court decision that gave them no al- 
terna(th\j, legislators met to hear 
Speaker Morris Osburn read the re- 
turns from last ^November's election 
and declare Donnell elected. 


"I am ready and able to take of- 


fice immediately," said Donnel in 
St. Louis.. 


McDaniel and the -Democratic state 


chairman, C. M. Hulen, met. in St. 
Louis and decided- to file a petition 
in the legislature in McDaniel's name. 
It probably will replace the contest 
petition filed early • in January by 
James T. Blair Jr., Cole county Demo- 
cratic chairman.

A Scrap Gave 
Leon Henderson 
His First Job /

WASHINGTON—If the administra- 


tion had searched through all Its mil- 
lion-odd employes for a man to crack 
the whip over Industry and keep the 
prices of defense materials down, it 
is doubtful if it could have found 
anyone who puts more zest into the 
}ob than Leon Henderson. 


It isn't that Henderson enjoys be- 


laboring legitimate business. He's too 
good an economist to feel that Way 
about it. But he does love a scrap. 
Next, perhaps, what he loves most is 
a new job. And in the third place he 
probably has thought, talked and writ- 
ten more momos on the activities of 
controlled prices than any other gov- 
ernment worker in the six years that 
he has bee nnround Washington. 


It was a scrap that led to Hender- 


son's first government job. He was 
going along his own quiet way as pro- 
fessor 
of 
industrial 
economics at 


Carnegie Institute of Technology when 
Gen. Hugh Johnson called him into 
an NRA conference. 


If the general expected any tame 


pedagogue to show up and expound in 
cultured tones and professorial ver- 
biage, he got the surprise of his life. 
In phrases almost as salty as the gen- 
eral's, Henderson crossed swords with 
the NRA boss in a glorious, slambang 
fracas. When the dust of battle had 
settled, Johnson hired him. 


Was Just a Beginning, 


That was only one of a long chain 


of federal jobs Henderson was to hold. 
He later became economic advisor to 
WPA. He was made a member of
